It is announced that an important 


conference was held this week in Lon- 
don between the commission sent to 
Europe by the President and the mem- 
bera of the British Cabinet. 
The sub- 


ject discussed was that of calling an 
international 
conference 
and 
the 


British members were non-committal, 
giving no indication of what they in- 
tended to do. 


The advocates of the single gold 


standard proclaimed from the plat- 
form and through the press in the last 
Presidential campaign that our credit 
and prosperity as a nation deponded 
upon maintaining the 
single 
gold 


standard and that free coinage was 
simply and solely an attempt on the 
part of silver miners to get fifty cents 
worth of silver coined into a dollar. If 
the gold men worn right then and a 
great many good people professed to 
believe that they were, why do those 
gold advocates now send a commission 
10 Europe to get the governments oi 
Englan'u, France and Germany to as- 
sist in impairing our credit, and re 
tarding the wave of prosperity which 
they tell us is now sweeping over the 
country ? 


Bimetallism, that ia the use of gold 


and silver money, is a good thing for 
the country or it is not 
If it is good 


and even the gold men now admit that 
it is or they would not be sending 
special commissioners to Europe to 
urge its adoption, why does not the 
Government adopt it at once withou 
waiting for the consent of any foreign 
nation? Kit is not a good thing for the 
country why send emissaries to Europe 
at the public expense to get European 
nations to permit us to adopt it? 
If 


as the goldbugs told us, bimetallism 
will give us fifty-cent dollars, why ask 
Europe to give us permission to coin 
such dollars ? 


Is it not time that our gold friend 


tired of this- international monetary 
conference 
humbnggery? 
If 
wba 


they say would result from bimetallism 
ia true it should not be adopted unde 
nny circumstances, and if it is not trui 
and bimetallism would benefit 
the 


country, why not set our mints 
coming silver at once without waiting 
for the consent of any other nation ? 


It is plainly apparent that our golc 


friends are not acting in good faith in 
this matter. They know full well thu 
England will not consent to have our 
mints opened to silver. It is deriving to 
much profit from the single gold stand 
nrd to sanction bimetallism. It get: 
its interest on our bonds in gold and i 
buys our cotton, corn and pork at a 
much less price than if silver was re 
monetized. 
Aware of these facts i 


will not consent to have us coin on 
silver bullion in to legal tender money 
and if our Government was uot dom 
innted by English influences it wou' 
open the mints to silver without ark 
ing permission of England 
or un 


other foreign country. This counti 
is capable of mauiging its domes!1 


affairs and regulating its finances with 
out foreign aid or interference, as wil 
be teadily proved when we elect 
President and a Congress that will no 
be owned by the trusts and mone; 
power, as it is but reasonable to hop 
we will do at the next election. 


THE plan suggested

after election of building a private cai 
to cost $100,000 for President McKin 
ley has been abandoned. The cansei 
are hard times and the feeling tha 
under the present strained relations 
between the railroad corporations and 
the people wrong motives might be at 
tribnted to the gift.

;hat everything produced by Ameri- 
can labor in the fields and in the mine 
was raw material and ought to be put 
in competition with the coolie labor of 
Asia.

American labor in the field and in the 
mine has no rights which the manu- 
facturers are bound to respect. 


The Nevada Senators took a conspic- 


uous part in the framing and passage 
of the tariff bill and were able to secure 
protection for the products of Nevada, 
and also to reduce the tariff on cyanide 
of potassium and other chemicals which 
are largely used in treating low grade 
gold ores, which i eduction will now 
enable many miupp, formerly unprofit 
able to work, to be developed t.nc 
operated with profit.

The Nevada Senators were not quite 


satisfied with tho rates above given 
They are very well so far as they go 
but there ought to be noduty whatever 
on cyanide ot potassium. While th 
tariff bill was in Committee of the 
Whole Senator Siewait made astioag 
fight to put cyanide of potassium on 
tne freo list and lost it by only one 
vote, but when the bill "finally came up 
in the Senate he was able to have the 
duty reduced from twenty-five per cenl 
ad valoiem to 12}<> per cent ad valorem 
by a majority of two. 


In regard to hides and wool there 


ought to have been a duty of at leant 
fifty per cent ad valorem'on hides and 
an additional duty of about 33)^ per 
cent on woo!, but the strong opposi- 
tion of *he New England Senators 
made it impossibly to secure a higher 
daty than was obtained. The tariff oi 
fifty cents a ton on sulphur is also in 
adequate, as there ought tu be from 
two to three dollars a ton duty on sul- 
phur in order to make its production 
profitable. 


Taking the bill as a whole, however 


it is much better than any tariff bil 
heretofore passed, so far as recognition 
of. Western pioducts are concerned 
that the people ought to take courage 
and feel that tlie time will come when 
the tariff bill will be so modified as to 
avoid the inequitable discriminations 
which have hitherto existed. 


Great credit is due Senators Stewarl 


and Jones for their activity in behal: 
of the interests of the State of Ne 
vada. They have been on duty all the 
time and have taken advantage of their 
opportunity to benefit the industries 
of their State.

One-Third of Paris Built Over Lonff 


Uiidcreroniii! AVa^s. 


That recent concert in the catacombs 


has drawn attention to the fact that 
one-third at least oi the city of Paris. 
is built over long Libyrinthian gal- 
leries, deep under the earth's surface, 
and called "The Quarries," saj's a Paris 
correspondent. Parisians are periodic- 
ally frightened when they hear this, 
and begin to look forward to the sudj 
Jen collapse of their high houses 
M. 


Vickersheinier, however, who is "in- 
spector of catacombs and 
quarries, 


hastens to assure the timid that there 
is no fear1 of any subsidence of the soil 
oi subterranean Paris. The galleries 
aic well propped up and are continual- 
ly under the supervision of vigilant per- 
sons, chiefly policemen, who on their 
off-duty days are paid five francs for 
inspection v\ alks through the shafts, 
which extend under ground in nearly 
e^ery direction. Any signs of decay or 
damage on the %aultings or pillars arc 
promptly reported to the proper axi- 
tliorities, who instantly bring their re- 
pairing machinery into play. Accoid- 
ing to classification, the first group of 
gallflies begins under the Arc de •Tri- 
omphc, extending in the direction of 
PnF&y and Auteuil The second division 
run5' indei the Viiugrirard districts, and 
includes the catacombs, v\hich are so 
culled boc.msc the bones fiom old ceme- 
teries vrcre placed theie in 3770. The 
tliiid branch of subterranean arteries 
it, situated under the bonleiaid of the 
hospital and extends to the foi tifica- 
tions, and the fovrth PITT- from the 
l!astill? loward YmcoiVL'i'S wood. Thr 
filth .ind l.iM trroup, iluit oi the nortli, 
is the most important, and is pierced 
nuclei !MoTitmavti-c, tho Unties Chau- 
niont and the opmeteiy of Perc-la- 
Chaise and extends out to Noisy-le-See. 
It is supported by thousands o£ pillars, 
and Us nctv^ or]' of crossings is the most 
complicated in undet ground Paris. All 
these galleries are stated to be in ,a 
good state of icpair, bxit especial coie 
and supervision have to be exercised 
in the third group, several landslips 
having occurred recent!;, at Issy and 
Clamart. A new map or chart of the 
subterranean galleries is in course ot 
preparation, the prefect of the Seine 
having observed that the existing plans 
are rather defective in their topograph- 
ical details.—London Telegraph
